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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues neither Gallant nor Smyth, 
whether taken alone or in any reasonable combination, teach, disclose or render obvious that the emulation client converting a call 
establishment message transmitted from a SIP-observant device in a SIP-unobservant format to a SIP-observant format and transmitted 
to a SIP-observant device. Applicant further argues that the term, "format" does not deal with the proper format to be transported over the 
data network, rather the format is so that a call establishment message from a SIP-unobservant device can be properly formatted for a 
receiving SIP-observant device. Examiner respectfully disagrees and redirects Applicant to Gallant reference. The gateway card 20 
equates to an emulation client, which provides the necessary format conversion between two devices. As stated in the MPEP 21 1 1 and 
the case law In re Hyatt, 21 1 R.3d 1367, 1372,54 USPQ2d 1664, 1667 (Fed. Cir. 2000), during patent examination, the pending claims 
must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. Based on the claim interpretation, "format" indeed deals with conversion from SIP- 
unobservant to SIP-observant. This clearly signifies that a proper format conversion (emulation) must be utilized in order for the SIP- 
unobservant device to properly communicate with the SIP observant device. Examiner provides in accordance with MPEP in the final 
office action, a prima facia obviousness, where all the claim limitations are taught and/or suggested with a proper motivation by the prior 
art of Gallant in view of Smyth. Therefore, based on the reasons provided, claims 13-36 respectfully remain rejection. In addition 
Applicant provides additional arguments, which do not render the claims allowable after the prosecution on the merit is closed. 
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
